The  State  Teachers  College  Yellow  Jackets 
enjoyed  one  of  the  most  successful  football 
seasons  in  the  history  of  the  school  under  the 
coaching  of  Coach  Reed  Green  and  Line  Coach 
Thad  Vann. 

Coach  Green  began  the  1937  football  season 
as  head  coach  after  serving  as  assistant  coach 
under  "Pooley"  Hubert  the  past  year.  Coach 
Vann.  who  served  successfully  as  coach  of  the 
Meridian  High  School  team  for  the  past  few 
years,  was  in  charge  of  tlie  line.  Under  their 
inspiring  leadership  members  of  the  squad  were 
able  to  coordinate  their  efforts  with  most  ef- 
fective results. 

The  Yellow  Jackets  opened  their  season  with 
a  19 — 0  win  over  the  fast  Louisiana  College 
team  and  the  following  week-end  came  through 
with  a  33 — 0  win  in  a  battle  with  Spring  Hill. 
The  Yellow  Jackets  encountered  tougher  oppo- 
sition from  Southwestern  Louisiana  College  but 
came  through   in  fine  style  to  win   13 — 0. 

This  winning  strealv  was  broken  when  Louis- 
iana Tech  defeated  the  Yellow  Jackets,  7 — 0. 
the  lone  touchdown  coming  in  the  last  seconds 
of  the  game  as  a  result  of  a  long  pass. 

Resumption  of  play  on  home  grounds  was 
celebrated  with  a  58 — 0  win  over  Alabama  State 
Teachers  College  in  a  game  which  inspired  this 
streamer  in  a  local  paper:  "Yellow  Jackets 
Win  Track  Meet  58—0." 

Against  Troy  Norinal,  the  next  week-end,  the 
Yellow  Jackets  again  had  a  field  day,  amassing 
54  points  to  the  opponents  nothing.  Track  day 
was  resumed   when   Union   was   defeated   34 — 0. 


Before  a  Homecoming  crowd  of  five  thousand. 
STC  lost  to  Louisiana  Normal.  3 — 0.  in  a  thrill- 
ing and  exciting  game  which  had  the  specta- 
tors on  their  feet  cheering  as  long  as  the  ball 
was  in  play.  Outweighed,  the  Yellow  Jackets 
played  well  but  a  long  completed  pass  put  the 
ball  in  scoring  distance,  and  the  three  points 
scored  via  a  field  goal  cost  STC  the  game.  No 
matter  the  final  score  the  Homecoming  crowd 
voiced  their  approval  of  STC's  fine  playing 
with  loud  and  long  cheers. 

State  Teachers  College  played  East  Texas 
Teachers  Thanksgiving  and  lost  this  game 
13 — 7.  In  a  post-season  game  played  in  Gulf- 
port  the  Yellow  Jackets  reached  the  heights  of 
football  glory  by  defeating  the  heretofore  un- 
beaten Appalachian  Teachers  College  team, 
7 — 0.  The  winning  touchdown  came  in  the  last 
quarter  of  the  game  which  was  witnessed  by 
a  large  crowd  from  the  coast  and  Hattiesburg
